UITE generally the American press is referring to 


Count Cassini's explanation of Russia's attitude 


with reference to Manchuria as toeing" entirely satisfac- 
tory to the United States. 
So it may be to the admini- 


stration but that depends upon what the Chinese policy of 
the administration actually is. If the length and breadth 
of that policy is simply to maintain, the open door in. the 
present treaty ports of the Empire, then, as explained, 
there ia nothing in this new Russian movement to which 
the American government need immediately object. 
But 


if the policy is one looking to further commercial con- 
cessions in Manchuria, of it has, as a leading feature, 
the maintenance of the territorial integrity of China, then 
it is hard to see how the statement of the Russian Em- 
bassador can be deemed satisfactory. 


That statement has all the smootlmess which usually 


characterizes the language of Russian diplomacy. 
It is 


unctuous and deferential in the 
extreme 
toward 
the 


United States, but a close analysis of it shows that it 
commits the Czar's government to absolutely nothing be- 
yond a continuance of our present commercial privileges 
in Manchuria—a point which was never for a moment in 
doubt. 


As to the opening of other ports Casslni absolutely 


declines to commit his government. 
His intimations, in 


fact, are suggestive of no further concessions being made, 
He does not say that his government is unwilling, but 
he declares that "it is the earnest conviction of those best 
acquainted with the state of affairs that such a move 
wiil not be to the best interests of the territory. 
Were the 


question solely a commercial one it would be different," 
he says; but open a treaty port in Manchuria and close 
upon the heels of commerce will follow political com- 
plications of all kinds, which would increase the threats 
to peace. All of this is highly significant. It shows clear- 
ly that Russia claims the right to say whether any more 
ports shall be opened, and that political considerations 
stand in the way of such action. The language is d'plo- 
matic, to be sure, but that is what it mejnns, when given 
a plain, every day English interpretation. 


It will be observed that the Count nowhere promises 


the evacuation of Manchuria at any "time. 
He simply 


says that Russia's desiie is for peace, not disturbances 
in Manchuria, and that it is to this end that negotiations 
are now proceeding in Peking- in the effort to establish a 
condition of evacuation, and to safeguard ' Manchuria 
against a recurrence of the troubles of 1900. Nobody be- 
lieves for a moment that Russia is anxious to surrender 
any of her present advantages in the province, and we 
are therefore forced to the conclusion that the negotia- 
tions referred to are intended to strengthen her position 
—not to weaken it. 
Obviously she desires to lay down 


new and more difficult conditions for her withdrawal. The 
Russian bear is as crafty as he is strong. 
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RENO cannot at first afford to indulge in expensive 


luxuries. 
A coterie of political hangers on would be 


somewhat ornamental, but they came too high for an in- 
fant municipality. Later on we may be able to afford it.
